eland I» the Scene of a 


Iceland for a number of months last 


summer was siiakeii by severe -eartH- 
<juakc&. i T^vo monthp ago the subter- 
3 an. an fire that had caused these up- 
]u .nals. found an outlet and in a reg-ion 
in w hich pro1>a,bly fire never broTce out 
on the vhole globe except in Iceland. 
This eruption took place' in one oi the 
pigantic giauiers which, cover a great 
portion of the southeast oi Iceland. 
This strange phenomenon was wit^ 
ncssed by a postroaa who was crossing 
the bands vith ponies and mails a few 
piles from the glacier. The subter- 
ranean fire welled up-from the interior 
of the glacier and forced its way 
through fhe enormous mass of ice. 


The postman suddenly heard a long- 


drawn, groaning- sovnd, and, looking 
up, Saw immense blocks of ice being 
hurled high into the ajr, followed im- 
mediately by torrents of water',' bear- 
ing a number of huge ice blocks to the 
l)l.i in below. Th'e vi hole tract between 
Ihe glacier and the sea was soon dotted 
with enormous ice floes, rendering tha 
plain quite impassable. The postman 
v.as> delated at a neighboring station 
lor ten ci.iys, during , \\hiQh, time the 
eruption lasted. 


The .sheriff of the district, who sup- 


plies the details of the eruption nnd 
•u ho \ i si ted the scene shortly af terward, 
states that he never saw a more weird 
spectacle. Tbe sands were covered 
v ith ice floes, forming an iee belt some 
£3 miles long by 
four miles broad, 


stretching from mountain to sea. 
One 


could walk on the sand between the 
icebergs, and upon entering the ice 
,bclt it Deemed like wandering in tor- 
Uious .streets bordered by lofty houses 
that met at the top and shut out light. 
The vails were white as snow, with 
dark streaks of sand. Thg,y were in 
;ill manner of fantastic shapes, and 
^t v>as naturally intensely cold among 
'those gigantic ice bJot-ks. It might be 
'supposed that, in - iew of the low tem- 
pt lature of Iceland, these icebergs 
•nould remain permanently 
on 
the 


jilaiu. 
This is, however, not the case. 


'llie iee blocks gradually sink into the 
hof t sand and melt away. Every trace 
'oi them disappears, but 
under the 


[.smooth surface they form treacherous 
1'oles and the unfortunate traveler who 
eleps in one of these is engulf ed in the 
jbUck-movinfj quicksand. 


A party of picked men made an at- 


lempt to cross this new wilderness. 
'They rode along its western edge, but 
inouhere could they penetrate it, except 
near the foot of the glacier, where the 
^oes were so far apnrt that it seemed 
possible to thread one's way among 
ithem. They alighted from their ponies 
'mid tried to iind a rotite across, keep- 
ang a^ vi ell ttfward the glacier as they 
icould. They succeeded in 
crossing, 


not without grave risk, but on the other 
t.du they found six newlj-formed tor- 
iLijts pouring from the glacier. These 
t i u \ could not cnJss and 
therefore 


climucd on to the edge of the gJaeier 
iu 01 (K r to get around them. Some idea 
:iuu be foinied of tlie dangerous nature 
of this leal when it- is stated that the 
cl.icicr w;is literally seamed with clefts' 
.ind hsuircs, with .slippery ridges be- 
lui-Lii them, and that a fall into any

:CUT DOWN THE BODY. 


^Vbat a Wife and Sister Did on a Farm 


JSaat ot Maoon. 


It was stated In the Republican last 


evening that Fernando D. Bromley had 
committed suicide by hanging at his 
farm east of Macon six miles, but none 
of the particulnrs^were given. 
" Mr. Bromley was 63 years of age and 
the owner of a farm of 160 acres. He had 
been affected by the heat of last week, aud 
was in poor health. He seemed despond- 
ent and restless and when he got DP early 
Tnesday morning he was worried. He 
did not make many complaints, and was 
able to get about, but not with bis cus- 
tomary spirit. Mrs. Bromley proposed 
that they arrange to drive over into Moul- 
trie county to visit for a few daye, and 
Mr. Bromley assented to the proposition. 
Then he went out to the barn to feed the 
stock. That was the last seen of him 
alive. He was gone perhaps half an 
hour, when Mrs. Bromley became worried 
about him. She sought him In vain and 
fearing that something terrible had hap- 
pened, she called to Mrs. Helen M, Mer- 
rls, sister of the deceased, to come over 
and assist her In tbe search. Both ladies 
called Mr. Bromley's name loudly as they 
went into different parts of the lot and 
barn. Finally Mrs. Bromley climbed up 
the ladder into the hay loft and was 
shocked to discover that ber husband bad 
committed suicide by banging himself 
from a rafter, nuing a halter strap. The 
two women scarcely know what to do. 
They felt of the body and found it warm. 
They tried in vain to untie the baiter. 
It was drawn so tightly with the weight 
of the body that they were powerless to 
untie it. lira. Morris put her hand into 
her brother's pocket und got out bis 
knife. 
The halter was cut and alono the 


wife and eister lowered the body to tho 
floor of the loft. It was too late. Tho 
heart had coas?d to beat. Death had 
come before the body was found. 


Coroner Bendure held the inquest dur- 


ing the afternoon. Tbe jury waa com- 
posed of Asa' Merris, B. L. flight, P. A. 
Adams, James McNeal, T. W. MoComb 
and S. L. Liokllder. Only two witnesses 
were examined. Mrs. George Merris wa* 
the first witness examined. 
She testified 


that Mr. Bromley bad seemed very de 
spondent early in the morning. He was 
found about 6 o'clock hanging in tho 
barn. Mrs. Merris testified that she tried 
to untie the knot bat could not, and she 
reached in his pocket and got his knife 
and cut tbe rope and that he was dead 
when they got him down. 
Mrs. Bromley 


testified as follows: "I went to tbe barn, 
as I was suspicious of him. I went into 
the loft and found him hanging from tbe 
roof. I raised him up aud felt of hie 
heart and he waa dead." 


The verdict was that J?. D. Bromley 


cnme to his death by hanging him self 
while temporarily insane.
